We noticed on » former occasion the | 
opening portion of another of the Nation's 
series of articles on the School Books of 
Canada. The reviewer continues to pur- 
sue the subject of Bagliah Grammar, and 
Yentures to say that It should be taught 
more practically than at prevent, remark- 
fog that ita purpose is not to teach men 
ow to parse, but how to wiite and speak 
correctly and clearly. in order to point 
ut how far short our system of education 
comes of the true standard in thia respect, 
hho aaserta—and every newspaper editor in 
Canacla will be ready/to admit the force of 
the assertion. while most people 
with s fair education are able to read and 
write an o ter without commits 
ng « palpable grammatical blunder, rary 
far indeed are capable of writings quarter 
of « column for newspaper without being 
‘guilty oC serious literary tmlaoonstructions 
or faulty composition. He finds great 
fault with Dr. Davies beenuse in his gram- 
‘mar for junior lames, be omita everything 
concerning this uupremely important point, 
Ho urges Ube same objection against the 
“Pretical Grammar’ in use for the more 
advanced classes in the, public schools of 
Ontario, which be declares entirely belies 
its name, snd w quite inadequate ‘ss a 
practionl work.

A gramanrian, be argues, is not a logis- 
lator, but a judge, snd like common law, 
be holds language to be what custom and 
the use of writers make it—not 
tbe arbitrary cretion of a few 
individuals. Une of the greatest of epic 
poems, Homer's llisd, for instance, was 
written before the Grock Grammar was 
thought of, ‘The truth of these remarks 
nobody is likely to question, bat in what 
particular way they refer, to the case 
{im point, still less lead to ,the conclusions 
Of the reviewer, it is somewhat difficult to 
see. Forexample, bo says, as if it were 
logic result of the statement of fact just 
referred to, that the study of Roglish 
Grammar is commenced in our schools 
While children are yet by far too young.
